Harry Robinson, the alleged insane 
man who so bru tally took the life of 
Au stin Ford in the Connersv ille jail 
Tu esday , was arraigned y esterday on a 
charge of morder. 
Some dou bt that 
the man is insane and say he is natu r­ 
ally of a mean disposition, and feign­ 
ing insanity . 
Yesterday he attacked the cfficers 
bu t when they responded with their 
mace« , hiding the prisoner ov er the 
head, 
he 
cowed say ing: “ Alright 
boy s. 
I ’v e got enou gh, 
I ’ll be be 
good. ’ ’ 
When brou ght before May or Bar 
rows, and the 
charge of mu rder was 
read to him, he said: “ Not gu ilty .” 
Sev eral instances are cited to show 
that Robinson knew what lie was do­ 
ing when he killed Ford and that he 
is now consciou s of his crime. 
It is told of him that a cou ple of 
y ear ago he came home from a v isit to 
friends, in a neighboring city , where 
he had been accompanied by a little 
danghter. 
Notwithstanding that the 
child was ill on the train home from 
the C. H. & D. station, nearly a mile. 
As they reached the hou se the child 
fell, fainting, throu gh the door.

phy sician was later called, and the 
little girl was pronou nced fatally ill, 
and died within a day or two.

In manv courts it is no trouble at 
all to secure a div orce and as a results 
helpless little children are thrown up­ 
on the care of the mother and the 
public. A judge weighing all matters 
eqnually , will 
hesitate

Clev eland, Ohio, Sept. 3.—Dev elop­ 
ments in the inv estigation Into the 
death of J ohn J . Phillips, coal opera­ 
tor, broker, banker and clubman, came 
thlek and fa st yesterday and took a 
sensational turn later in the afternoon 
when Mrs. Phillips, widow of the de­ 
ceased, was taken into custody by 
Chief of Police Stamberger of East 
Clev eland. 
Mrs. Phillips has been In 
a highly nerv ous sta te since the trag­ 
edy 
early 
Monday 
morning, 
after 
which announcement was made that 
her husband had been shot and mor­ 
tally wounded by & burglar. 
Yester­ 
day afternoon she collapsed and was 
not able to attend the funeral. It was 
shortly 
following 
this 
that 
Chief 
Stamberger of 
East 
Clev eland 
an­ 
nounced that after a conference with 
Deputy 
Coroner 
Houck, 
Assista nt 
Prosecutor Mooney and others, he had 
taken the widow Into custody and that 
four deputies would guard her in her 
home till she recov ered sufficiently to 
be taken before a justice of the peace. 
The police are reticent in the case, 
and whether they really believ e Mrs. 
Phillips culpable in the murder or 
whether they merely believ e that she 
can g iv e facts concerning the tragedy 
which would solv e the mystery sur­ 
rounding it does not appear at this 
time. 
At the inquest Dr. C. T. Richardson, 
the first witness, testified he had not 
been summoned until 4 a. m., more 
than three hours after Phillips was 
shot. 
He had been called by tele­ 
phone. 
Mrs. Phillips admitted him to 
the house. 
She exclaimed: 
“ Oh, 
doctor, something dreadful has hap­ 
pened. 
Mr. Phillips has been shot by 
a burglar.” 
He found the wounded man in bed. 
He called Dr. Rhodes. 
After they 
reached the house Phillips asked them 
to leav e the bedroom a minute, as he 
wished to talk with his wife. Husband 
and wife were together alone for per­ 
haps two minutes. 
He said there was 
a trace of blood on the stairway. The 
bed in which Phillips was found was 
much stained by blood. 
When the 
physicians reached Phillips they re­ 
alized 
immediately, 
Dr. 
Richardson 
said, that he could liv e but a short 
time. He had told them both he want­ 
ed as little notoriety as possible con­ 
nected with the affair. 
tv hlle 
the 
funeral 
arrangements 
were in progress in the Phillips home 
the police ransacked the house In 
search for the rev olv er or other ev i­ 
dence in connection with the caae, but 
as far as is known no rev olv er was 
found. 
Phillips's secretary 
reiterated 
his 
belief that with the life insurance pol­ 
icies left by him the esta te would pay 
all of Phillips’s debts and possibly 
leav e something for the family. 
The 
policies, howev er, hav e so far not 
been found. 
I.ate last night Chief of Police Stam­ 
berger made public a warrant charg­ 
ing Mrs. Phillips with the murder of 
her husband. The warrant was issued 
on an affidav it made by Stamberger 
and charges second degree murder.

ton Railroad company, Its officers and 
employes, were entitled to the benefits 
of an agreement assuring it and them 
of immunity against criminal prose­ 
cution in connection with the granting 
of certain rebates to the Standard Oil 
company. 
“ The 
d< i artraent, 
in 
compliance 
with the desire of J udge Landis, ex­ 
amined the abov e-mentioned records 
and carefully inv estigated the entire 
subject, and as a result of such inv es­ 
tigation the attorney general on Aug. 
29 wrote Edwin W. Sims, 
United 
Sta tes attorney 
at Chicago, inform­ 
ing him in substance that the agree­ 
ment was shown to hav e been made 
in J une or July, 19 06, by C. B. Morri­ 
son, Mr. Sims’s predecessor in office; 
that Mr. Morrison’s action appears to 
hav e been duly authorized at the time 
by the departm ent; that in the opin­ 
ion of the department the arrange­ 
ment had greatly facilitated the indict­ 
ment and conv iction of the Standard' 
Oil company, and that while certain 
portions of the ev idence might be fair­ 
ly open to unfav orable comment, the 
department regarded 
the gov ernment 
as bound In good faith and also as a 
matter of public policy, to giv e effect 
to the agreement. 
“ Mr. Sims was instruct« ® to read 
this letter when the grand jury re­ 
conv ened on Sept. 3, and to take such 
further action to the foregoing end as 
might seem to the court and to him­ 
self appropriate In the premises. 
The departm ent learns 
that Mr. 
Sims did not comply with these 
in­ 
structions by reason of his hav ing had 
called to his attention v ery recently 
certain new and. In his Judgment, m a­ 
terial facts, which he thought should 
be submitted to the d> \ artm ent for its 
further consideration before its con­ 
clusions should be finally announced. 
For this purpose he asked and was 
granted by the court a delay of three 
weeks. 
The departm ent is not as yet 
adv ised as to what are the facts thus 
ascertained by Mr. Sims, 
ft has great 
confidence in his sound Judgment and 
dev otion to duty, and it awaits 
his re­ 
port before taking further action in 
the premises. 
Inasmuch, howev er, as 
the circumstances of the case may be 
liable to misconstruction, It Is deemed 
proper to submit now the present 
statem ent to the public.”
